And it being ju-s, cogive ſuch as have ſuffered all poſſible Encouragement, 
And alfe neceſſary to uſe all lI:wtul Endeavours, for upholding of the Kings 
Revenue. THEREFORE, Their Majeſties, and Eſtates of Parliament 
for Encouragement tothe Poſlcfſors of the ſaids Lands, to ſet up again, and 
proſecute their former Trade of Brewing, andpay a Duty of Exciſe, As 
formuidly, DO HEREBY', Ferm for thetime to come, the Yearly Exciſe 
of the ſaids Lands of Ferrinteſh to the preſent Heretor Duncan Forbes of 
Collodine, And his Succefiors, Heretors of the ſame, for the Sum of Four 
Hundred Merks Scots: Which Sum is declared tobe the Yearly proporticn 
of that Annuity of Fourty Thouſand Pound Ster/izg, payable for the Ex- 
cile ro His Majeſties Exchequer. Ard the fzids Foſlcflors are underſtood, 
And decerned to begin their Brewing from the enſhewing Term of Lambaſs 
next to come 3 andto be from thence forth Lyable in Termly Payment of 
Exciſe: Which payment they are hereby Authorized, And impowred to 
make to the ordinary Collefors of Exciſe, of the Shyre of Inwerne/s (whoſe 
Keceipts and Diſcharges ſhall be ſufficient to them thereſorce)) and not tothe 
Collectors of the Shi reof Nairze, alihough they be a Pendicle of that Juciſ. 
diction, And that becauſe the ſaids Lands of Ferrenteſh ly Locally within 
the Shires of [zverneſs and Roſs, where they arcin uſe to Vend, and mult

neceſſary Sell, their Aquavity ; Whereas they are Remote from Narrne,and 
a Sea interieced. As al/o | heir Majeſties and Eſtates of Parliament, Con- 
ſidering that the Lands of Ferrimreſh by and attour the Devaſtation they are 
now lying under, have been of a long time Burdened with a heavy and griev. 
ous Valuation beyond any other Lands adjacent ; . and that upon that 
Conſideration in the Year 1670. There was an Actof Parliament paſt 
for a Revaluation of the Shire of Narrze, to which theſe Lands belonged, 
to theeffet they might be eaſed. And alſo conſidering that the preſent 
Heretor, Notwithſtanding of the loſs of his Rent has freely offered Termly 
Payment of the ſupplies now granted to His Majeſty upon Condition, that 
he be ReQified in his Valuation, and joined in payment to the Shire of 
Inverneſs where the reſt of his Eſtate lyes. And the Eſtates of Parliament 
having tzken Cognizance that the ſaids Lands of Ferrinteſh before their be- 
ing laid waſte, werenot to be valued in reaſon above the Sum of Twelve 
Hundred pounds Scots : Do therefore Reſtrict the Valuation of the ſaids - 
Lands, to the ſaid Sum, declaring the Monthly Cefs payable forth of them 
{or all time hereafter, tobe conform tothe ſaid Valuation, at thirty two 
Shilling Scots per menſem, out of each Huncred Pound Rent, ofthe ſaid 
Twclve Hundred Pound : Appointing likewayes the ſame to be payedin to 
the TolleRors of Ceſs appointed, orto be appointed by the ſaid Shire of 
Inverne/s, and their Commiſſioners for ſupply : And that the Abatement al- 
lowed by this A&t,may be the more caſy for the Shire of Nairze who ought 
formetly to have Relicved the ſaids Lands; Their Majeſties and Eſtates 
ot Parliament, Do therefore deduce from the Quo? of Cels, payableMonth- 
ly by the ſaid Shire of Nazrne, the Sum ot Twenty Six Pound Scots which 
by the tenour of thir preſents is added to the Quo7@ of Ceſs payed Monthly, 
by the Shire of [nverneſs: Andof which Twenty fix Pound, ſo added the 
Sum of Twcnty pounds Monchly, are hereby underſtood and declared to 
be payed out of the Lands of Ferrentefh, and the other Six pound is recom- 
mended tothe Commiſſioners of the ſaid Shire of Inverne/s, and their Col. 
ledtors to be proportioned on any part, or upon the total of the whole ya- 
I:cd Rent of the ſaid Shire, asthey ſhall fee Cauſe. For doing whereof 
this preſent Act is their Warrand, EXTRACTED forth of the Records 
ci Parliament by me.
